In responding I reminded hi n that the doctor's 
bill, which I had been told would be paid, was not and 1 had to pay it* Another 
$105.00* Since then there was another bill for $18*00 from some medical laboratory. 
x have heard nothing more from him* 

Not only wan I told in NYC that these bills would be p&id bjit the original 
understanding wan that all my costs would be* If I had not gone the illness would 
have been covered by the medical coop to which * belong and pay fees as exhorbitant 
at that doctor's* (l did rake an unsuccessful effort to get repaid*) 

When I have no income and that one bill* exceeds ray wife's monthly retirement 
I'm sure yua c«-n iue the problem this makes for mo* I hope some way will be found 
for taking care of it. 

Ted also has not sent the tapes he promised in two weeks. When you speak to 
him vould you please nudge him? 

I'm pleased that there was a 50" favorable reaction to my speech* That is a much 
higher percentage than I d have ecj.cc ted. Host people had no way of realising that 
it was true. Actually, considerably understated* That criticism today remains an 
accurato-i&ore accurate-reflection of fcna of the more serious impediments. 

Remnmber what I told you the Rockefeller ^eport would say? Was it not 100ft 
correct? Can one exaggerate the harm that does, more because it is, if angled, 
basically correct? 

You will find that not one of those to whom I referred, by name or not, will 
confront ma on this. 

While I did save that transcript for you I did not give up with it when it 
attracted no attention there, took a lone time but AP vent for it and the reports 
you heard cairn from a lony and excellent etory it put out for use Sunday a.nu's 
4/18/75 The Washington and New York papers suppresed it but elsewhere the attention 
was enormous* Major papers gave it a bigger play than the Huy agues incident* For the 
first tine son* thing of that nature is in the Congressional rocord-cvery word, even 
the covering letter (5/14/75). 

I hope you people who have had l03s expei lance can learn lessons from that 
meeting. The only press you got, and it was a guod press, was from my press con- 
ference* The reasons ure that I ua not knot ; a a# a lioroeshit artist, dsalt in fact 
and clearly had no ax to grind. 1 have never heard of the kind of play WCB3 alone 
gave it. I could not lay down for several days aft^r I got boms. *t was too painful* 
As 1 sat and trieu to do se in a chair I kept a little radio tuned to WCB3 because it 
is all news* I'd rouse at 4 or 5 a.m. and hear myself* I think this continued for 
six gull days* 

On the spoctro we're still in court. I've filed an afiidavit of tough charges* 
They continue to stonewall on the nittygritty. Time will tell. And much more work. 
Work on which Jim and I have no help, for all the big speeches you hear* 
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egards to you all.
